By changing the bill so as to make 
ii conform more with the adm inis­ 
tration viewpoint, the agricultural 
bloc 
planned to offer 
a substitute 
of their own for the Norris plan, 
and to thereby block the adm inis­ 
tration’s m easure. Senators identi­ 
fied with ‘bloc’’ declared it was their 
purpose to test the sincerity of the 
adm inistration's opposition to the 
Norris bill but even they admitted 
the adm inistration bill would prob­ 
ably prevail in the end.

THE DISARMAMENT PARLEY A NEW BLOM TO THE 


FRENCH LANGUAGE. 


Despite Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler's eulogy of the French 
language as a “marvelous flexible instrument of speech” at his 
reception before the French Academy, it is evident that French 
diplomats and savants are genuinely agitated over the future 
prestige of what heretofore has constituted the language of dip­ 
lomats. On the same day when Dr. Butler was reassuring the 
“immortals” that French was the language of great minds Presi­ 
dent Harding’s invitation to the disarmament conference clearly 
specified that English should be the language used. 
Since then a discussion has opened in the French press ask­ 
ing if this is the signal for the adoption of English at all future 
international conferences, and if French is going at last to take 
its place with the dead languages. It is pointed out that at the 
Congress of Frankfort between Germany and France the Prussian 
victors recognized the supremacy of the French language and 
that it was only at the later Peace Conference that Clemenceau 
Lad the “imprudent courtesy” on several occasions to speak Eng­ 
lish in the council of five. It is pointed out variously in the French 
press that the French Government ought to indicate that neither 
Belgium, Holland, Japan, Italy nor any other Powers have spec­ 
ialized in English-speaking diplomats, since in the past all nations 
trained their representatives to speak French and that in the 
present circumstances it will be only Premier Lloyd George and 
President Harding who will have the advantage of a complete 
understanding.

JAPAN FACED ISOLATION IF SHE FAILED TO ACCEPT. 


Japan has thought it over and is reported to have decided “to 
accept unreservedly” the invitation to participate in the Confer­ 
ence on Disarmament. “Unreservedly” means that Japan will dis­ 
cuss with the five other nations present the status of affairs in 
the Far East and in the Pacific. 
The.Japanese decision removes the last trace of obstacles from 
the way. As pointed out, Japan faced isolation if she failed to 
accept. The common sense of Tokio saw that before the cables 
had ceased to hum with the State Department’s message. The 
swift and decisive acceptances of the Western nations left Tokio 
with nothing else to do, had the Japanese been minded to make 
difficulties. Japan did not choose to remain a “lone wolf” among 
the nations. 
The decision of Japan is understood to be subject to review 
by the Diplomatic Advisory ouncil a sort of super-council having 
the last word on foreign policies. 
It is hardly likely that any 
arguments opposing participation will prove mpre effective there 
than they did in the Japanese Ministry. Both sentiment and cir­ 
cumstances helped to make up the Nipponese mind. 
President Harding is now in a position to proceed with the 
details of summoning the conference. He can give his mind, and 
the thought of “the best minds,” to picking the personnel of the 
American representatives. 
The move for disarmament and all 
that it implies has moved forward one step more.

WEEKLY REPORT ON CROP CONDITIONS

Many fields of wheat in the State 
are not yielding more than from five 
to six bushels per acre and but few 
□elds are reported at more than 20 
bushels per acre, 
according to re­ 
ports received by C. J. West, Agri­ 
cultural Stalistician. 
Threshing is 
about half done taking the State as 
a whole and the average quality is 
from seventy five to eighty per cent. 
There is universal 
complaint 
that 
wheat is turning out generally poor 
compared with the straw owing: 
to 
the shortness of the heads and to the 
low quality of the grain. The charge 
for threshing runs from six to ten 
cents per bushel with a State 
wide 
average of seven and one half cents 
The quality of the Oats threshed 
is reported as inferior in many sec­ 
tions of the 
State 
and 
with 
low 
yields. 
Numerous reports have been 
received of Oats fields 
allowed 
to 


stand without cutting. 
The drouth bas seriously affected 
corn in certain sections of the State, 
though in parts of the State, notably 
the Southeastern, the rainfall 
has 
been ampl€ . for the growth of corn.
